Society President 
Explains Raise 

In a statement to The Daily yesterday, Jim Robb, Pres- 
ident of the Students* Society discussed the proposed in- 
crease in Students' Society fees: 

'It is certainly with sincere regret that the Students' 
Executive Council places the motion before the Students' 
Society to raise fees two dollars. In proposing this plan, the 
SEC considered it basic to have a Daily of some sort at least 
three times (preferably more) a week, to keep an active 
extra-curricular programme in both clubs and athletics. 

"During the past two months, the SEC and its Deficit 
Committee have spent a great deal of time investigating the 
possibilities. Very roughly they appear to be these: 



ONLY ONE 
'Without a fee raise, we 
could afford only one Daily 
a week in its present size, or 
a tabloid size Daily twice a 
week for most of the year 
(once a week for the rest). 
Any larger Daily would mean 
a cut in many clubs and soc- 
ieties. This cut would mean, 
roughly, that we couldn't un- 
derwrite the semi-self sup- 
porting activities such as dan-

ONE DOLLAR 

"With a one dollar fee raise, 
a Daily in the present size 
twice a week, or a tabloid 
three or four times a week 
might be possible under ex- 
isting printing prices. Any 
greater Daily would result in 
ess serious cuts in the activ- 
ities of the Students' Society 
to a level somewhat below 
that of this year. 

TWO DOLLARS 
"With a two dollar fee rai- 
se, a Daily three times a week 
in its present size, or a tab- 
loid four times a week (in- 
cluding one 8 page issue per 
week) would be possible. This 
could be done without any 
serious cut in Students' Soc- 
iety activities, although all 
clubs and societies would have 
to budget closely. This is the 
step that the SEC recom- 
mends to the Students' Socie- 
ty. 

"With greater increases, 
The Daily could be brought 
up to its present size. A five 
dollar increase would permit 
publication five days a week

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NFCUS - Is It Worth The Money 



Unless we pay the increase in fees to 
the National Federation of Canadian Uni- 
versity Students, McGill will be without a 
vote in its next National Conference. On 
Wednesday, we will have to decide whether 
or not it's worth the money. 

The Students' Executive Council thinks 
it is. They hope, by playing their cards 
properly, to win support from" other univer- 
sities for certain reforms and improve- 
ments in the organization. They feel that 
with more preparation and discussion in 
advance, they can achieve some of the 
things that were voted down last fall. 

' These reforms would improve NFCUS, 
but we doubt if they would improve it 
enough. Something more is needed, if the 
federation is to be effective. 

Support Needed 

Basically, what is needed is the support 
of the students of Canada, who at present 
neither know nor care what NFCUS docs. 
To them, it is little more than a nation* 
wHde debating society, with a more impos- 
ing title than most. 

If NFCUS is ever to fulfil its aims, it 
must do more than just talk. Students 
aren't interested in presumptuous Bills of 
Student Rights and Responsibilities; llicy 
aren't even interested in Art and Short 
Story contests, although perhaps they 
mould be. If NFCUS is to win the support 
t needs, it must base its programme upon 



the needs and interests of Canadian stu- 
dents. 

We arc interested in Federal aid to uni- 
versities, and we would like to see a vigor- 
ous campaign to get it back. We are inter- 
ested in increased government scholar- 
ships, and would like to see more of the 
federation's energy directed towards get- 
ting them. As Canadians, we are deeply 
interested in knowing more about our own 
country and its people, and would like to 
see more done along those lines. 

Not Enough Done 

It is true that something has been done 
in these fields — NFCUS is always eager 
to point with pride to its exchange scholar- 
ships, its influence in getting rail fare re- 
ductions for students, and its efforts for 
implementation of the Massey Ueport. We 
agree that these are things of which they 
can be proud, but why stop there? The fact 
that they have established exchange schol- 
arships docs not excuse their .-"Bill of 
Rights" or their Travel Bureau. It certain- 
ly docs not excuse their failure to fight 
for aid (Federal or Provincial)* to Quebec 
Universities. 

There is a place for a National Federa- 
tion of Canadian University Students; 
there is a job for such a body to perform. 
The question before us is how long are we 
going to put up with an organization that 
is not doing that job.

\ There seems to be good reason to belie- 
ve that part of the "record-breaking" num- 
ber of Carnival Queen candidates was nom- 
inated only by the Carnival Queen Com- 
mittee. 

This committee makes the rules, and it 
is obvious that they have the right to chan- 
ge them as they wish. If they feel that 
there should be> a minimum of 50- or any 
number of candidates, they are free to set 
such a number, and to appoint, candidates' 
themselves if there are not enough nomin- 
ations. 

What they do not have the right to do, 
is to pretend to follow one policy and act- 
ually follow another. If they rule that all 
candidates must be nominated by students, 



they must stick to that ruling, or make 
clear any change that they feel advisable 
to adopt. 

That fact that many candidates were 
improperly nominated is unimportant. Most 
of the girls so nominated probably didn't 
turn up at the Queens' Tea" anyway. Even 
if they had, and if one of them had been 
7 chosen as a finalist, the Committee could 
feel proud of having raised the calibre of 
the candidates. 

The thing that makes a bad impression, 
and lowers the prestige of the Committee 
considerably, is their unfortunate and un- 
successful attempt to deceive the student 
body.

rule, and urtsman cannot... 

We, therefore, insist that the present pro- 
cedure of electing a carnival queen he abolished 
and that the graduating clnss in architecture he 
appointed by the carnival committee \to chooae 
a queen, this class being the only competent 
campus |;roun.

Valuable Training 

The flndlo Workshop is ono of tho few clubs 
on the campus that offer Btudents valuable train- 
ing In an unusual and exciting vocation. People 
always complain to me that the road to success 
in radio is too long and arduous. The Workshop 
radio course teaches thoso Interested, in fifteen 
evenings, what It takes ordinary radio personnel 
two years of hard work to learn. AIbo, through 
our radio progrnm, one can get practical radio 
experience without worrying about one's Job. But 
this does not seem to bo enough for McGill stu- 
dents / 

Last year, the Radio Workshop lifted Itself 
out of tho quagmire and set out. to fulfill its 
original purpose — to tends, people about radio. 
Radio station CFCF offered us, free of chargo 
(although it costs them a hundred and fifty dol- 
lars an evening) their facilities and personnel to 
teach a course in radio. Ninety-two students sign- 
ed for the . course, grndually falling away to 
thirty-four. This year CFCF offered us a course, 
plus a weekly radio program (another fifty dol- 
lars) plus help in getting jobs in radio, whether 
summer or permanent. Fourty-elght students 
signed, gradually falling awny to nine last week, 
when twenty-two hod promised to come. This Is 
'the shameful situation at present. 

An End to Patience , 

CFCF has been very kind and patient, but 
their patience Is at an end. It is a waste of an 
evening for them to come after their, working 
hours and talk to nine people. Dates with prom- 
inent and interesting pcoplo who were supposed 
to lecture to us, have been cancelled, because wo 
are ashamed to Bhow that a student body of seven 
thousand is represented by nine people. The task 



of putting tho rndlo program on the air linri fall- 
en on tho shoulders of a hard working few. Most 
McGill students never bother to listen to it. Rah! 
Rah! Rah! McOHl! 

Ultimatum 

Tho ultimatum Is this: — If a minimum of 
twenty students do not turn up at CFCF on Feb. 
15 at 8 to tako the four or six remaining weeks 
of tho course, McGIII University nan forget about 
tho Radio Workshop, Its program nnd Its course 
forovor, for, nfter this, no radio station will havo 
anything to do Willi us. It will bo n greater loss 
than some of our campus cynics nro wont to 
think. .Not only does the. Workshop, serve as n 
source of entertainment, Instruction and experi- 
ence, but also fills an important void In our tired 
old university curriculum.
